Edward J. Rooney of the Chicago- 
flre department and a veteran of the 
world war, was drowned early Sun- 
day In Bluff Lake, near Antioch, after 
ho had rescued his sweetheart and 
another girl, 

Rooney, with his sweetheart, Mlsa 
Lillian Fort, 2431 S. Spaulding ave,; 
George Pappano ot the Robert Club, 
Chicago, and Mlsa Fort's chum, were 
croaaing the lako in a row boat. 

The row boat according to teaU- 
mony at the coroner's Inquest sprang 
a leak about 300 feet from the shore, 
in front of the Bluff Lake hotel, filled 
with water, and overturned. Miss 
Fort and Pannano testified that while 
thoy clung to the bottom of tho boat 
the fireman volunteered to awira to 
tho ahore for help. 

Rooney had gone but a few yarda, 
according to the testimony, when he 
■was heard to cry out. After shouting 
once for help he sank. Whether ho 
was seized with cramps or became 
entangled in weeds la not known. 
The verdict of the coroner's Jury was 
that death waa caused by accidental 
drowning. 

The body was recovered several 
hours later by his buddies of Norman 
Cornwall post 275, American Legion, 
ot which he was treasurer. Membora 
of squad 7 ot the Chicago fire depart- 
ment to which Rooney was attached 
aided in the search. 

Rooney had been spending the 
week end with pals at the American 
Legion cottage at the lake. Miss Fort 
was tho guest of friends.
